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A. Relevance of the above-identified Document 

The following is a partial English translation of exemplary 
portions of non-English language information that may be relevant 
to the issue of patentability of the claims of the present application. 

B. Translation of the Relevant Passages of the Document 
[CLAIMS] 

A processing apparatus for processing an editable food 
container, the processing apparatus comprising: 

a rolling bar member 1 having (a) a cone body 11, on a 
peripheral surface of which several line- shaped an ti- slip protrusions 
12 are formed, and (b) a holding member 14, which is extended 
from a round-shaped edge surface of the cone body 1 1; and 

a rolling stand 2, having (c) a stand 2 1 on which a 
supporting member 22 stands, (d) a cone-shaped frame 23 attached 
to the supporting member 22, the cone-shaped frame allowing the 
cone body 11 to be inserted therein and being cut away to have 
frame ends 24 and 25, (e) a guiding plate 26 attached to the 
supporting member 22 in such a manner that one edge surface of 
the guiding plate abuts against the frame end 24 while the guiding 
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plate has a constant gap with the frame end 25 therebetween. 

[MEANS TO SOLVE THE PBOBLEMS] 

The conventional problems can be solved by using a 
processing apparatus for processing an editable food container, the 
processing apparatus including (A) a rolling bar member having (a) 
a cone body, on a peripheral surface of which several line- shaped 
anti-slip protrusions are formed, and (b) a holding member, which is 
extended from a round- shaped edge surface of the cone body; and 
(B) a rolling stand, having (c) a stand on which a supporting 
member stands, (d) a cone-shaped frame attached to the supporting 
member, the cone-shaped frame allowing the cone body to be 
inserted therein and being cut away to have frame ends and, (e) a 
guiding plate attached to the supporting member in such a manner 
that one edge surface of the guiding plate abuts against one frame 
end while the guiding plate has a constant gap with the other frame 
end therebetween.... 

[EFFECT] 

The container dough is pushed into the cone-shaped frame 
via the guiding plate. Then, the rolling bar member is inserted into 
the cone-shaped frame and rotated being held at the holding 
member in such a direction that the container dough is rolled up. 
The rotation pulls the container dough into the frame from the 
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guiding plate and rolls the container dough along the peripheral 
surface of the cone body by the effect of the line-shaped anti-slip 
protrusions on the peripheral surface of the cone body. Thereby, a 
cone-shaped edible container is formed. 
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
